nt now being made by the Government, 


Han: the selling forces of the United States, for 
all their planned efficiency, been putting the cart 
before the horse, in one important respect? This is 
the question that has been raised recently in various 
private quarters, but more notably at the headquarters 
of that branch of the Government which is supposed 
to render aid impartially to big and little business. The 
imputation, be it quickly added, is hurled not alone 
against the office equipment industry, but against all 
the cohorts of marketing. Is equipment salesmanship, 
as now conducted, a process of bombardment, without 
knowledge of what to shoot at, or when? 

This rather astounding indictment comes of what 
must be accounted rather belated recognition of the 
widespread ignorance of the real secrets of obsoles- 
of machinery. Business America has just awak 
ened to the fact that its captains,—sellers and buyers 
alike—have been talking glibly of refitting and replace- 
ment without any full or exact knowledge of that ele- 
ment known as obsolescence upon which all replace- 
ment must be based. As a blunt-spoken business leader 
expressed the situation to the writer, the other day: 
“We now have a sort of rough and ready idea of ac- 
tual annual replacements, but what we want is a definite 
factor for potential industrial equipment replacements.” 

How Uncle Sam stumbled on to this need for a 
science of replacement in office and factory makes 
rather an odd story. For, ordinarily, it would appear 
the last responsibility to be shouldered at Washington 
even in these days of far-reaching Government pa- 
ternalism. Nearly a year ago the Government began 
to receive requests for the loan of its trade scouts to 
explore the market for “industrial equipment,” using

When the crusaders got to Washington they suddenly 
conceived an ambition for a National Census of Pur- 
chases by Industry. But this would have cost so much 
more than the $50,000 which they were asking for a 
special study of the equipment market that this was 
passed by. In the end, Congress said that it must 
shut down on special budgets for particular investiga- 
tions. But, as a result of the agitation it has come 
about that the Division of Domestic Commerce is to 
undertake a Survey of Industrial Equipment. 
Founding the Science of Replacement. 

Even so much might not have been granted so 
quickly had not Uncle Sam made a startling discovery 
incident to the little preliminary investigation which, 
as in all such cases, was staged at Washington to en- 
able the heads of the Commerce Department to deter- 
mine how genuine was the need for first aid. Looking 
the project straight in the face, the Federal appraisers 
saw that the real purpose of the petitioned Survey of 
Industrial Equipment was to lay the foundation for a 
science of replacement. They also found, however, 
that in order to set up any principles of replacement, 
business America must know more, much more, of the 
mysterious subject of obsolescence. What really 
brought Uncle Sam to the rescue was the discovery 
that of the minority of business men who were not 
slighting obsolescence shamefully, the greater number 
were confusing obsolescence with depreciation. In 
pity at this plight, the business community is to get its 
sorely-needed Study of Obsolescence and Replacement 
although it will be catalogued by its original title “Sur- 
vey of Industrial Equipment.” 

For the physical details of this Survey, as compared 
with its promised ultimate findings of cause and effect, 
the waiting business man may have little time. Yet 
is the foundation well worthy of attention because upon 
the discovery of a versatile, adaptable, working basis 
upon which to compute “machinery exhaustion” and 
the “life expectancy” of equipment, will depend the 
ability to apply the standard formula in all lines of in- 
dustry. The Federal surveyors had not proceeded far 
in their feeling-out process ere they came to the con- 
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clusion that there was sound logic im the census idea,

Being a Digest of an Article Entitled Price ‘‘Cutting Undermines 
Economic Stability of Nation at Large’’ by Charles F. Abbott; 
Published in the August Issue of The Sample Case 


HE attention of Ofhce Appliances was called to 
Mr. Abbott's article by Elmer L. Sick of the W. B. 
Gregory & Son Company of Detroit, who believes that 
the points brought out are essential to the prosperity 
of dealers in the commercial stationery and office 
equipment trade. (n reading the article we find our- 
selves in accord with the views expressed by Mr. Sick 
and the writer of the article, who, some years ago, was 
with the Art Metal Construction Company 
Executive Director of the American Insti- 
tute of Steel Construction. The article here digested 
was originally presented as an address before the 
Purchasing Agents Association of Buffalo, N. Y. 

Mr. Abbott points out the tendency to.criticize pur 
chasing agents for price demoralization on account of 
methods pursued by some buyers who have forced 
prices below cost by leading sellers into the belief that 
their prices were higher than those of other bidders. 
Mr. Abbott believes that a small proportion of pur- 
chasing agents are guilty of unfair methods but that 
the sellers themselves are responsible for such prac-

tices because sellers are 
volume without regard to price, promoting methods of 
buving that now reflect against their interests. 

The market is not something abstract and beyond 
control. In certain of its phases at least, it is markedly 
subject to control. If all sellers would adopt the policy 
of cost plus a reasonable profit, a long step forward 
would be taken toward bringing about permanent im- 
provements that would be reflected in the economic 
stability of business all over the country. 

Mr. Abbott referred to a product which for the last 
twenty vears has been the victim of price cutting. The 
article was well advertised and always was in demand. 
However, now the cumulative effect of price cutting 
is beginning to be felt and the situation is going from 
bad to worse. The retail trade which formerly car 
ried the goods at about cost now handles them at a loss, 
with the result that dealers are antagonistic. The sale 
of the product has dropped off tremendously and des- 
perate measures are being taken to stem the tide. 

This illustrates the fact that long continued price 
cutting is ruinous, sometimes destroying both the pro- 
ducers and distributors and dealing a blow at the pub- 
lic. Many people are under the impression that because 
cut prices enable them to buy merchandise at a lower 
cost, such prices are of benefit to the public. There 1s 
a temporary profit to the buyers, but in the long run 


the people suffer because society as a whole its ad- 
versely affected by whatever makes business poor. 

Savs Mr. Abbott “Price cutting has a trading- 
down influence. If the quality of the article affected 
Is not lowered, other brands of lower quality are 
brought out in competition with it. Eventually these 
so-called fighting brands may dominate the trade and 
the vener il stand that class of merchandise be 
omes much inferior to what it was before the price 
utting era st irted Thus the public suff rs.” 

Where poorer brands do not gain an ascendancy, 
substitt tes rf l tiie ndustries oftet TTI (om 


petition of this kind makes the easiest headway where 
lines are infested with price cutters. In this case peo- 
ple must pay for an inferior article and are deprived 
of the privilege of using the high-grade articles that 
are being pushed off the market. 

There is a social viewpoint also. As companies are 
obliged to lay off scores of old employees with families 
dependent on them, the social fabric is weakened be- 
cause it is difficult for such people to establish new con- 
nections. Their buying power is curtailed and their 
misfortunes are passed on to tradespeople in other lines 
and from them to the manufacturers who supply them. 
The invading manufacturers can not make up the loss 
because they make cheap goods and do not as a rule 
pay the wages nor offer the security of employment 
that the original concerns offer. 

Mr. Abbott instanced the case where rose bushes 
which at the time of writing were being offered on the 
New York market at a price below which good rose 
bushes could be sold. Thousands of gardeners bought 
these rose bushes which were grown on their own roots 
in place of the somewhat more expensive but superior 
bushes which are budded on the roots of wild roses 
or some other stock. This results in a poor product 
and a lessening of the demand for properly treated 
rose bushes. Merchants who sell such goods hurt 
themselves because they create dissatisfied customers. 
They hurt the customers because the latter are de- 
prived of the pleasure of success and the satisfaction 
arising from it. Furthermore, the dealers in such roses 
hurt the nursery industry because customers receive 
the impression that its products are worthless. 

Suppose one takes up golf and buys cheap golf balls 
alluringly advertised. The result is a poor game and 
unless somebody gives correct inforniation, the player 
may give up golf. People get stung with one kind of 
cut merchandise and make the same mistake with other 
kinds. In the final result it is the ultimate consumer 
who always loses by price cutting. The customer cheats 
himself. 

Price cutting results in lower quality levels becaus« 
goods cannot be manufactured and retailed at a loss. 
Price cutting is the father of business evils because it 
brings about low quality standards, slack ideals and 
waste efforts. 

Price Cutting in Industrial Lines. 

Here cut prices are no less harmful, but the average 
man does not readily see the consequences. The auto- 
mobile may still run with a cheap casting, but may 
break down at the crucial moment. Inferior material 
put into a railroad bridge may bear up the trains for 
a time, but even if an accident does not result, greater 
expense is incurred in repairs than would have been 
necessary in putting in the proper materials. Inferior 
materials put in reservoirs are imminently dangerous 
to the lives of those who must live near them, the pub 
lic suffering from wrecks, floods and explosions, but 
seldom placing the blame where it oftenest belongs. 

Manufacturers of consumer products are largely 
helpless against price cutters, Congress having so far 
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failed to grant the right to maintain retail prices and 
the courts having defeated every plan yet conceived 
to foil the cutters. The manufacturer of an industrial 
product, however, can control his prices. There is 
nothing to prevent him from refusing to sell goods 
below the cost of production. However, the practice 
of cutting prices among industrial manufacturers and 
selling below cost is extensively followed. Because of 
the prevalence of this custom, we hear much of profit- 
less prosperity, etc. 

“Though wages have been good and the purchasing 
power of the public has been large, there were on ar 
average two thousand business failures a month during 
1927. Profits of industry have been monopolized by 
a comparatively few large corporations. Income tax 
returns show that a tremendous portion of our busi- 
ness houses make no money.” 

This condition of business is due to competition 
whose intensity makes men willing to forego profits in 
order to keep going. Many even go to the extent of 
accepting losses. In the contracting trades there is 
high mortality, chiefly on account of the fact that con- 
tracts are taken at too close a margin or none at all. 

Obligations to the Public. 

Business men should realize their obligations to the 
public. While the primary purpose of business is to 
make money, it can not do so unless it serves the pub- 
lic well. When business men realize that they can suc- 
ceed only by satisfying the public they will abandon 
practices that fool the buyer and cause the consumer 
to get less out of his purchases than he should. 

The only course now open to the manufacturer of 
resale merchadise is to refuse to sell the price cutter. 
The industrial seller, however, is in a better condition 
Many industrial buyers now buy only on quality tests 
and against standard specifications. Some industrial 
buyers are doing as much of their own manufacturing 
as possible, even down to the production of some raw 
material. Outstanding examples of this policy are 
found in the The Ford Motor Company, The General 
Motors Company and the Atwater Kent Radio Organi 
zation 

Economic problems must be faced squarely by all 
factors in frank discussion of their problems. Thus 
and thus only can they find out what can be done in a 
practical, lawful and helpful way to secure the eco- 
nomic balance 

Many instances are to be found where manufacturers 
are selling to ultimate consumers at prices lower than 
either the jobber or retailer can possibly quote. There 
are secret rebates and sales to dealers of questionable 
standing. Manufacturers sometimes sell to brokers or 
those who have no rightful position in the cycle of dis 
tribution 

If business is to prosper, manufacturers must assert 
their leadership. They must define what their prac 
tices are and rigorously enforce them without par- 
tiality. 

“One of the most constructive influences is the es 
tablishment of a one-price policy. 

“The problem of the distributors is the problem of 
the manufacturers, but the distributors cannot expect 
profit unless they extend to the manufacturer a degree 
of efficient distribution which the manufacturer has the 
right to expect. The manufacturer can not profit at 
the expense of jobbers and retailers and the latter can 
not profit by pursuing methods inimical to the efforts 
of manufacturers 


“Price cutting is unsound and unethical. Purchas 


ing agents as well as others must realize that policies 


which force cut-.prices will undermine the whole busi- 
ness structure. It should be illegal for any seller to 
solicit business on the basis of cost or below cost be- 
cause the public interest is thus seriously affected, just 
as much so as it would be were it legal to agree upon 
selling prices in order to obtain an exorbitant profit.” 

Mr. Abbott suggests that purchasing agents and sel- 
lers get together and discuss their buying and selling 
problems and thus approach the establishment of polli- 
cies so as to create a condition where business relations 
can be conducted upon a sound basis. Every manu- 
facturer must create consumer good will and build up 
public recognition. To do this he invests large sums 
of money which should be protected by a clear recog- 
nition of the rights of the jobber or distributor and of 
the retailer. If the service of distribution is inefficient 
the manufacturer suffers. The conclusion is that no 
service can be efficient which is not conducted at a 
profit. 

Views of Prominent Fountain Pen Manufacturer. 

Somewhat along the foregoing lines are the sugges- 
tions made in a booklet recently published by the W. A. 
Sheaffer Pen Company. The booklet is entitled Con- 
structive Merchandising. In the foreword, Mr. Sheaf- 
fer points out that the amount of articles on which 
there is not being realized a fair margin of profit on 
account of cut prices is rapidly increasing and that 
chain stores and the increased number of individual 
stores have divided profits to a point where they are 
now turned into loss in many cases. 

National advertising if not coupled with construc- 
tive merchandising by the sales force will bring down 
the average sale of any article and bring the volume 
of any store that hands out only what is called for to a 
very low average sale. There are thousands of vacant 
stores, many of which can be rented by paying a 
month’s rent in advance and countless lines of mer- 
chandise can be obtained on long time payment or on 
consignment. Misguided men are thus encouraged to 
open stores without capital and without knowledge of 
the business. With the increased number of 
merchants must improve their methods and increase

Mr. Sheaffer makes the following nine suggestions 
to dealers:

4. Carrying merchandise that bears the manufac- 
turer's name always instead of stencil merchandise on 
which the manufacturer avoids responsibility 

>. Featuring lines that do not compete with the re- 
tailer through outlets established by the manufacturer. 

6. Avoidance of consigned lines. 

7. Refuse to feature lines that are sold in all chan- 
nels of trade and which can be purchased at wholesale 
through other than legitimate channels 

8. Show an intelligent interest in the customer's re- 
quirements and thus induce him to return to the store 
for each succeeding purchase. 

9. Do not handle lines on 
price cutting.

in the mind of the salesman than in the mind of the cus- 
tomer. Remember, there isn’t a shade of doubt but that 
the user of typewriters recognizes a substantial difference 
in typewriters, but the salesman who insists upon placing 
the burden of his sales talk on equality of price is endeavor- 
ing to persuade the cusiomer that all typewriters are on a 
par, and he thereby actually puts the sale on a price basis, 
on which he might find himself at a disadvantage, because 
price-cutting and over-allowance is not a monopoly in the 
hands of any salesman or any company. 

Miflions of dollars may have been spent to turn out an 
excellent product, a leader in its line, and an unqualifiedly 
superior article, but if the salesman insists upon putting all 
typewriters on a par in the way of price, he is either lower- 
ing his own product in the mind of his customer, or he is 
raising inferior ones to a level of a leader in the field. 

Therefore, I am glad to see the reiurn of specialty sales- 
men in the typewriter business, and I am certain that the 
industry as a whole will eventually be compelled to mark 
ut and reward those men who are specialty salesmen of

Typewriter Repair Bills Irk Public Custodian 

['ypewriters and other office equipment used in the state 
capitol at Madison, Wis., are under the jurisdiction of 
C. S. Ballard, superintendent of public property. He is 
the purchasing authority for current supplies and equip 
ment. In that post he brings to bear some of the econ- 
omies and corner cutting that characterize some purchasing 
agents in civil life. For instance, Mr. Ballard requires the 
capitol stenographers and typists to wash their cheesecloth 
dust rags when they are soiled, instead of breaking out 
a new one. Mr. Ballard’s pet project now is to manufac 
ture the liquid soap used in capitol lavatories. His pur 
chases of typewriter supplies are made at prices which 
would justify the typewriter ribbon manufacturers to go 
to the rag bag for their raw material, according to the 
young women who use them. When heavy manifolding 
work is required, the Ballard brand of carbon paper is put 
aside, and the department head buys the proper grade, 
“sinking” the expenditure from his petty cash under some 
anonymous classification 

\ recent order from the office of the superintendent of 
public property requires that orders for overhauling or re 
pairing typewriters used in the capitol offices must be 
signed by the superintendent—before, rather than after, the 
job has been done. Mr. Ballard is reported in Madison 
newspapers to have held up a bill tor $345 tor typewriter 
“repairs” made on machines used by the auto license 
department. A typewriter man would read “repairs” as 
overhauling. The price brings the cost of the work to 
$15.00 per machine. 

The state of Wisconsin has twice tried the plan of co 
tracting out the repair and overhaul work on its type 
writers. Mr. Ballard is quoied in a newspaper item as 
stating that this plan did not work out well Che claim 
was made by the departments that repairs made by the 
contractors varied. On some makes of machines they 
well. On others the work was not so good

rentals. The committee was composed of Mr. McBurney, 
chairman of the convention committee and manager of the 
American Writing Machine Company's office in Cleveland: 
H. T. Shilling of the Fort Pitt Typewriter Company, In« 
Pittsburgh, and J. Arthur Lyons of the Manufacturers 
[Typewriter Clearing House, Chicago. The report empha 
sized the necessity of setting a rental figure which made 
possible a profit on the transaction. A formula for working 
out the cost of rentals was suggesied. The report indi- 
cated that three months rentals were best from a sales 
standpoint. More machines rented for that period were 
likely to result in sales than machines rented for a month 
or two, or for more than three morths. A plan of zoning 
districts and setting a limit on the distance at which a 
machine could be rented also was suggested, the point 
being that maintaining service beyond a certain radius 
involved too much expense 

The discussion veered to unfair advertising and mislead- 
ing guarantees 

[The commiitee on the constitution recommended that 
local associations be permitted to join the national associ- 
ation without vote. The suggestion was adopted

Wednesday's Sessions 


Wednesday morning President Reynolds introduced 
Judge E. A. McCullough and M. M. Flannery of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission, who were to have charge of the 
session which was to convene right after lunch. The first 
speaker Wednesday was J. L. Sweeney, manager of the 
Portable Typewriter Division of the Remington-Rand, Inc., 
whose topic was “The Birth and Growth of the Portable 
[Typewriter Business.” 

After getting the convention in good humor by telling a 
number of pertinent stories, Mr. Sweeney told of the advent 
of the Remington portable and other four bank portable 
machines which followed it. He stated his belief that, 
although the standard machine had a start of nearly fifty 
years on the standard keyboard, he firmly believed that the 
manutacture of portable typewriters will far surpass that 
of standard machines in a relatively short time. He em- 
phasized the need of more salesmanship and less trading in 
the typewriter business, and remarked that since the advent 
of the portable more salesmanship was being used. He said 
that we have not thought of very many new sales ideas, 
but are making good use of the old ones. For instance, he 
referred to the idea of selling typewriters for use in the 
home, and read an advertisement dated December 16, 1875, 
designed to accomplish that very purpose. He read a copy

of a letter written by C. Latham Sholes, inventor of the 


typewriter, which showed apprehension as to how long the 
typewriter might endure in the public favor. Then he 
read the announcement of the cooperative campaign im 
which the Remington Typewriter Company, Roval Type- 


writer Compat vy. Inc o. 4 Smith & Corona ypewriters, 


Inc., and Underwood Typewriter Company are uniting to 
promote the sale of portable typewriters by showing the

[The afternoon session was called to order by President 


Reynolds, who immediately turned the gavel over to Judge 
McCullough of the Federal Trade Commission. At his 
right was M. F. Flannery, director of trade practice confer- 
ences of the commission. Judge McCullough explained 
that he and Mr. Flannery were there to find out what the 


typewriter dealers wanted to do and to help them eliminate 


objectionable features of the business. Several resolutions 
were presented and discussed at length. The two defining 
rebuilt typewriters and overhauled typewriters were adopied 


\ third resolution defining the next lower grade was pre- 


sented, but it was the sense of the meeting that no such 
definition of repaired machines and “fix-ups’” was required. 
A resolution was presented to the effect that only machines 
rebuilt in the factories where they were originally made 
could be called factory rebuilts That resolution was 
defeated 

Mr. Ward referred to discussions eight or nine years ago 
and resolutions adopted designed to improve conditions in 
business, and asked Judge McCullough what methods the 
trade commission could employ to enforce its decisions. 
The judge replied that upon receipt of a complaint the 
case was investigated and if unfair competition were dis- 
closed the commission would issue an injunction. In event 
the injunction. were not observed, it would become a case 
for the courts. After all the resolutions were disposed of, 
a rising vote of thanks was extended to Judge McCullough 
and Mr. Flannery for their services. Votes of thanks for 
services of various sorts were then extended to the hotel 
and local committees, to the manufacturers and whole- 
salers who contributed so much to make the convention a 
great success, to Hon. W. R. Hopkins, city manager of 
Cleveland; Deane S. Reynolds, president, and the other re- 
tiring officers, and to the Federal Trade Commission for 
the Wednesday afternoon conference 

Mr. Sheehan of Providence read a word of greeting sent 
by cable from the Typewriter Trades Association of Lon- 
don. The secretary was instructed to acknowledge the 
vreeting 

The election of officers completed the convention pro- 
gram. Arthur Froelich of the Reliable Typewriter & 
Adding Machine Company, Chicago, was approached by 
the committee, but in a letter to Mr. Reynolds asked that 
someone else be recommended, his reason being that he 
was not in a position to give the amount of time, thought 
and effort required to do justice to the office Mr. Ward 
of Chicago and H. F. Sanderson of El Dorado, Ark., were 
nominated. Mr. Ward withdrew to let the nomination go 
to a dealer. His supporters were not inclined to accept 
his withdrawal, but after considerable discussion pro and 
con Mr. Sanderson was decided upon as the nominee and 
elected unanimously.

was 133 words per minute and Mr. Tangora’s net rate per 


minute was 131 words, a difference of two whole words per 
minute. Yet the record shows that there was a difference 
of only 6 strokes net per minute, or 1.2 words. Thus there 
is a difference of 0.8 or almost one whole word per minute 
in the results as figured by the present word method and 
the method of using strokes exclusively, in spite of the 
fact that we are using the official records for our figures 
both as to the number of strokes and the number of words 


written Here, manifestly, is a discrepancy! 

ED. NOTE Mr. Hossfield’s net speed calculated in 
words per minute was actually a little more than 132.6; 
Mr. Tangora’s, 131.37 Thus, the difference, when figured 


to more decimal places than used by Mr. Mendeleeff in his 
calculations, is 6.18 strokes, or 1.23 words, per minute, which 
is slightly greater than indicated by the figures in Mr. 
Mendeleeft’s article. The contest officials in giving the rec- 
ords in whole numbers, such as 133 and 131, are of course, 
following the usual accounting practice of discarding frac 
tions of small units when those fractions are less than one- 
half and using the next highest unit when the fraction is 
more than one-half. 

And here is more evidence that the method of rating con 
testants by words 1s not the correct method: In a ten 
minute tes: A made 6,776 strokes, with 10 errors. In the 
same time B made 6,782 strokes, also with 10 errors. For 
the entire ten-minute period there is a difference of only 
ten strokes between the two contestants, or only one stroke 
per minute. Substracting 500 strokes, the equivalent of 
100 words, penalty from the total of each of the contestants 
for the 10 errors which he committed and dividing each 
remainder by 10, the number of minutes in the test, we 
find that A made 627 strokes per minute and B made 628 
strokes per minute, again a difterence of only one siroke 
per minute as shown by the gross number of strokes. And 
here is the interesting part of the process Dividing the 
correct number of strokes per minute in each case by 5, 
the accepted number of strokes to a word, we find that A 
wrote 125 words per minute and B wrote 126 words per 
minute. Expanding this difference for the ten-minute 
period, we find that B wrote 10 words or 50 strokes more 
than A in the same period; whereas we know that B made 
mly 10 strokes more than A, not 50 

Another observation to be made from the official figures 
for the 1927 championship contest is that, particularly ir 
the novice class, special training for accuracy would be ad 
visable, of course, sacrificing speed as little as possible. In 
the novice tests, for instance, Doris Meuller made 7,115 
strokes gross for the fifteen minutes of the test and should 
be in second place But, comparing her gross number of 
strokes with the number of her errors, 66, we find an error 
of 0.927 per cent, almost one-ienth of one per cent. So 
that, instead of finding Miss Meuller in second place where 
she should be on a basis of gross production, we find her in 
for first place! On the other hand, Lucille Coulombe 
with only 6,256 strokes gross should be in twenty-fourth 
place on a basis of gross production. Yet we find her in 
second place, because she had only 5 errors, rating her at 
only 0.08 per cent error, or 99.92 per cent accuracy 

It is evident from the foregoing paragraph that, before al 
lowing novices to enter a championship contest, it would 
be advisable not only to train them, but also to conduct 
an elimination test and permit to enter the championship 
contest only those typists who attain a certain degree of 
speed and of accuracy I would suggest as maximum al-
